AFRICAN VIOLETS 
*Indicates New Varieties 

Plants are Sodium Selenate treated. Nearly all 
plants are from 3 inch pots and ready for a shift. 
Nearly all will be in bloom. Many of the new 
ones have to be seen to be appreciated. They are 
outstanding both in flower and foliage. We have 
dropped many of the older varieties because of 
this. In handling Duponts and Supremes, give 
them larger pots. They are heavier feeders. 
They will well repay you for the extra care. If 
using water that has chemicals added or water 
from a water softener, your plants will not do 
well. When using water treated with chemicals, 
boil it for 15 minutes, and let set over night. It 



































is best not to use softened water. When feeding, 
we like Hyponex. This is a cool fertilizer. When 
used according to directions it will not burn the 
roots. We use the richest soil we can get and one 
that drains well. If there is danger of soil be- 
coming hard and pasty, it can be lightened with 
sedge peat or sand. When plants are not back 
to ship when order is received, we will back 
order until plants are ready unless you state 
otherwise. We cannot always have all varieties 
ready when demand is extra heavy.
